Two of them sat next to me and being curious to 
learn how those people get the money to fly all over 
the country at any time I asked them, after buying them 
a drink. They said they had two ways to get traveling 
bread, by selling food stamps at discounts and the other 
by ‘robinhooding!’ 

They said that in the big cities they could get all 
the food stamps they wanted by simply going from one 
stamp agency to another and asking for them, and that 
there are food stamp fences everywhere who will buy 
the stamps from them for cash at discounts. They use 
the cash to buy plane tickets. 

Robinhooding is simply stealing everything in sight 
and selling what they steal to other fences. Of course 
the taxpayers also pay for the clinics to treat veneral 
disea.ses the hippies spread from coast to coast. 

ITEM — Did you know that prostitution has made a 
spectacular comeback in America and is now ton times 
bigger than ever before? Well, the world’s oldest pro¬ 
fession now runs wide open, advertises extensively in 
your daily newspapers, magazines, the yellow pages and 
underground scandal sheets. The locations are about as 
open as laundromats.
